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1 . THE FACT SHEET HAS BEEN WELL RECEIVED BY A MAJORITY OE EMBASSY 
PERSONNEL AND THEIR FAMLIES. SEVERAL INDIVIDUALS HAVE SPECIFICALLY 
EXPRESSED THEIR SATISFACTION AND OTHERS HAVE DONE SO LESS EORMALLY 
IN THE COURSE OE CONVERSATIONS. THERE REMAINS A SMALL GROUP OF 
PERHPAS A DOZEN EMPLOYEES AND DEPENDENTS, ESPECIALLY THOSE LIVING 
IN THE EMBASSY, WHO CONTINUE TO EXPRESS SKEPTICISM OR DISSATIS- 
FACTION. IN GENERAL THEY DOUBT WHETHER ALL OE THE RELEVANT FACTS 
AND INFORMATION HAVE BEEN MADE AVAILABLE. HOWEVER, EVEN IN THIS 
SMALL GROUP MUCH OF THE PREVIOUS EMOTIONAL REACTION HAS EBBED 
AWAY. THERE IS, OF COURSE, CONSIDERABLE DISAPPOINTMENT THAT THE 
SOVIETS HAVE NOT COMPLETELY SHUT OFF THE MICROWAVE RADIATION. ALL 
IN ALL THE FACT SHEET SEEMS TO HAVE BEEN SUCCESSEUL AND TO HAVE 
QUIETED THE LINGERING DOUBTS OF A MAJORITY OF EMPLOYEES AND EAMILIES 
ASSIGNED HERE. 

2. HOWEVER, YOU SHOULD BE AWARE OE A POTENTIALLY SERIOUS PROBLEM 
ON THE HORIZON. AS YOU KNOW, TWO YOUNG CHILDREN (UNDER AGE 4) 

WERE MEDICALLY EVACUATED TO THE UNITED STATES FOR TESTS 
CONCERNING BLOOD ANOMALIES. ONE OF THESE CHILDREN HAS RETURNED 
TO MOSCOW AFTER SUCESSFULLY PASSING THE RELEVANT MEDICAL TESTS. 
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TREATMENT IN THE US. 

3. IN ADDITION TO THOSE TWO CHILDREN, THERE ARE TWO ADDITIONAL 
CHILDREN WITH BLOOD ANOMALIES OF SUFFICIENT SERIOUSNEES TO 
INDICATE FURTHER CLINICAL INVESTIGATION. DR. JOHNSON BELIEVES 
THAT ONE CAN WAIT FOR THE NORMAL TRANSFER OF HER FAMILY TO THE 
US IN EARLY SEPTEMBER. HE IS 99 PERCENT CERTAIN, HOWDVER, THAT 
THE OTHER CHILD WILL HAVE TO BE EVACUATED IN THE NEXT COUPLE OF 
WEEKS. 

4. THE EVACUATION OF ANOTHER CHILD IS LIKELY TO BE A SEVERE SET- 
BACK TO PROGRESS IN ALLEVIATING EMPLOYEE ANXIETY. ALL FOUR 
CHILDREN CONCERNED ARE YOUNG (LESS THAN 4 YEARS OF AGE) AND ALL 
LIVE IN THE CENTRAL WING OF THE EMBASSY. DURING THE PAST YEAR 
EIGHT YOUNG CHILDREN HAVE RESIDED IN THE CENTRAL WING AND FOUR OF 
THEM HAVE BLOOD ANOMALIES. THE STATISTICAL PROBABILITY AGAINST 
THESE BEING INDEPENDENT OCCURENCES SEEMS VERY HIGH INDEED. IF 

AS SEEMS LIKELY NOW, IT BECOMES NECESSARY TO EVACUATE ANOTHER 
CHILD,THIS FACT WILL INEVITABLY AND QUICKLY BECOME KNOW TO THE 
REST OF THE EMBASSY COMMUNITY. (IN THIS CONTEXT DR. POLLACK'S 
COMMENTS ABOUT A PREVIOUSLY EVACUATED CHILD, AS QUOTED BY THE 
ASSOCIATED PRESS LAST WEEK, WERE SINGUALRILY UNHELPFUL.) 

5. IN SUM, WHILE WE HAVE MADE VERY CONSIDERABLE PROGRESS IN 
DEALING WITH EMPLOYEE ANXIETY AND CONCERN, THE PROBLEM COULD 
FLARE UP AGAIN UNLESS WE CAN FINDOUT QUICKLY WHY THERE ARE BLOOD 
ANOMALIES IN SEVERAL CHILDREN LIVING IN THE EMBASSY. 
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
